OFFICERS are linking 19 robberies 
and burglaries in South Cambridge- 
shire since November 4, 2007, where 
elderly victims have been targeted. 
The two latest incidents happened in 
Hildersham and Fulbourn last night, 
(Monday, January 14). The first 
incident happened at around 7.2!) pm 
at an address in Fulbourn. Three 
men entered the house saying they 
were police officers. They then searched the properly 
and left with an amount of monzy. The second incident 
happened at about 7.50 pm at an address in Hildersham. 
Two men claiming to be police officers entered the 
house and stole an amount of money and three shotguns. 
The first man is described as around 3£-years-old, 5'6" 
tall with a stocky build and dark browr: short hair. He 
had a round reddish face with stubble and was wearing a 

dark blue baseball cap. 

The second man is described as arourid 4.5-years-old, 
5'6" tall with a stocky build and stubble on his face. He 
was wearing a duffle coat with dark trousers and a hat. 
Detective Inspector Alan Page said: "These offenders 
are not dressed like plain cloties police officers - they 
are wearing baseball caps and duffle coats. [n almost all 
occasions when house to house enquires are being 
carried out following a burglary or robtery the officers 
will be in uniform. 

"I suspect that as the elderly 
have started to close the door on 
people claiming to be from the ,~ 
water board the offenders have 
now switched to claiming to be 
police. They are using this 
ruse to trick people into 
showing them where there valuables are kept. 
"These are despicable crimes and I would appeal to the 
community to report anything 
suspicious they may sce. ] suspect that 
the offenders are riding around looking 
for addresses to target so if you see a 
vehicle not local to the area riding 
around with multiple male occupants 
in an area where the elderly live 
phone the police contiol room saying 
you have a suspicious incident that 
relates to Op Promenade. An officer will be dispatched 
to check these people out.” 

People in the area are being advised to keep doors 
and windows locked and to call 999 if they discover 
someone in their home claiming to be a police officer.

Message from PCSO Karen Mahoney 


Satellite Navigation Systems are now commonly seen 
perched on dashboards. It is not difficult to imagine the 
temptation this presents to the thief looking for some 
quick money. It is vital that people are aware that 
they must remove ‘Sat Navs’ from their car. If this is 
impossible, hide them in the boot. Leave the glove 
compartment open so that a thief can easily see that 
there is nothing concealed there. The holder must also 
be removed from the dashboard, if 
possible, and any marks from suction cups should be 
wiped away. If drivers do not take these precautions 
thieves may break into the car just to see if there is a 
‘Sat Nav’ to steal. 

Very importantly it is now possible to register your ‘Sat 
Nav’ system onto a FREE National Data- 
base www.immobilise.com which will enable the 
police to prove ownership of the system if recovered 
and may well provide an audit trail to the thief. 
It is madness to leave Satellite Navigation Systems on 
show with nothing but a thin plate of glass to display 
and protect them.

Help is at hand for shoppers who find the items they 

have bought in the sales may not be the quite what they 

seemed. 

Cambridgeshire County Council Trading Standards 

want to make sure people are aware of their rights 

when it comes to buying and what to do when retum- 
ing bargains. Here is some after sales advice. 

e If you buy misdescribed or faulty goods you will 
usually be entitled to either a refund of the pur- 
chase price or an exchange (if one is available). 

e For minor faults, easily fixed, it is reasonable to 
accept a repair. 

e Beware signs stating "no refunds on sale goods" - 
these are illegal and can be disregarded. 

e Do not accept a credit note for misdescribed or 
faulty goods unless you intend to exchange it with 
the shop for other goods. Once accepted, a credit 
note cannot be exchanged for cash. NOTE: It may 
have an expiry date after which it will not be valid. 

e If sales staff are unable to assist, ask to speak with 
a supervisor or manager. 

Remember you have no rights if you change your mind 

about an item or simply chose the wrong colour, shape 

or size.

The Parish Council is concerned about plans by 
Tesco to re-align the recycling area in their car 
park. At the moment there are 4 or 5 trees and 
some low level shrubs which are screening, most of 
this area from the residents of Robin Close. 
Tesco’s plans involve removing this vegetation and 
re-aligning the tarmac to accommodate the new 
recycling units. 

The Parish Council objected to these plans on the 
grounds that the removal of the vegetation — which 
is healthy and thriving — would leave the area 
exposed, and visible from the houses in the vicinity.

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CAMBRIDGESHIRE IS JUST THE BUSINESS 
AT TOP AWARDS 

A. scheme which saw a massive drop in the sale of 
alcohol to children in Cambridgeshire scooped a top 
national prize at what is known as the ‘Business 
Qscars'. Trading Standards set 
out to tackle under age drinking 
after a survey showed 58 per 
cent of the shops tested sold 
alcohol to children as young as 15. 
Trading Standards formed 
relationships with local busi- 
nesses and partner organisations to promote its 'Think 
21' campaign. This encouraged check-out staff to ask 
anybody buying alcohol who they thought looked 21 
and under for proof they were 18 or over. 

Recognising that the task of refusing to serve a young 
person can be difficult at the front line, it ran training 
fur check-out assistants and administered 13,000 
proof-of-age cards to support local businesses. 
Following the successful campaign sales to underage 
drinkers have fallen from 58 per cent to 15 per cent.

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Roger Hall’s Report 
The 'Tomra' recycling unit facility 
In April last year, I welcomed Tesco's proposal to 
replace the recycling bins in their car park with 'Tomra' 
recycling unit.. A further planning application by Tesco 
indicated that 10 parking spaces as well as landscaping 
would be lost in the vicinity of the unit to allow for the 
manoeuvrability of the vehicles servicing it. Additional 
car parking spaces would be created by eliminating the 
wedges of landscaping - some of which include seri- 
miuture trees - on the edge of the car park parallel to 
Gladeside and along Gladeside on the approach to the 
library and school. 
I agreed with the Parish Council that the reduction of 
landscaping was unacceptable and this was supported 
by South Cambridgeshire's Planning Chairman's 
Delegation Committee. In particular, 1 objected to the 
reduction of landscaping in the vicinity of the recycling 
bins as the purpose of this is to conceal these, partly, 
(the trees being deciduous) from the residents of Robin 
Close. Revised plans received in December do not 
address the reasons for refusal laid down by the 
Delegation Committee and it is likely that these will be 
refused without the application being considered by the 
full Planning Committee. No permission can be 
granted, however, until Tesco pays the required fee. 
Kerbside plastics' recycling - it's on its way 
The District Council is now planning to introduce a 
kerbside plastics recycling collection. This is in 
response to many requests since the wheeled bins were 
introduced. A new facility at Thetford will eliminate the 
need for the bottles to be transported to China. 
Road congestion. In general, I support the County 
Council in its application to the Government for 
funding to ease traffic congestion providing it is used 
to improve bus services in South Cambridgeshire. In 
particular, 1 would deplore any atternpt to introduce 
road congestion charges before all villages in South 
Cambridgeshire have an adequate bus service into the 
city, which, to major centres, such as Bar Hill, includes 
late evening services. I also deplore the recent car- 
parking charges in Cambridge city, which are now 
37.5% higher than those in Peterborough. When Park 
and Ride fares are per person rather than per car, many 
families in South Cambridgeshire cannot afford 
shopping in the city despite the opening of the Grand 
Arcade in two months' time.

Doing nothing over congestion in 
} Cambridge is simply not an option; 
1 and so far [ have rot seen any 
alternative proposals from other 
individuals or organisations. The 
present position is that the County Council is out to 
public consultation and has not adopted congestion 
charging as a policy.

BENEFIT FRAUD 

A carpenter, originally from Cambridge, was given 100 
hours unpaid work in the community and ordered to pay 
costs to South Cambridgeshire District Council (SCDC) 
at Cambridge Magistrates' Court on Thursday 22 
November for fraudulently claiming nearly £6,000. 
This is the 17th case of benefit 
fraud that SCDC has successfully 
prosecuted this year. People who 
deliberately set out to claim benefit 
to which they are not entitled 
should be aware that they will be 
caught and dealt with severely. All 
benefit theft is a crime and those 
found breaking the law face a criminal record. I'm very 
pleased with the hard work of the officers and the results 
that they are continually achieving. So far this year 
SCDC has:

This is a copy of an email we have 
recieved regarding a credit scam. 
We have also heard about this from 
another resident so we wanted to 
pass this on for you to be aware of: 
"One of our employees was called on 
Wednesday from 'VISA', and I was 
called on Thursday from 'MasterCard'. The scam 
works like this: Person calling says, 
‘This is (name), and I'm calling from the Security and 
Fraud Department at VISA. My badge number is 
12460. Your card has been flagged fer an unusual 
purchase pattern, and I'm calling to verify. This would 
be on your VISA card which was issued by (name of 
bank) did you purchase an Anti-Telemarketing Device 
for £497.99 from a Marketing company based in 
London?' When you say ‘No’, the caller continues with, 
‘Then we will be issuing a credit to your account. This 
is a company we have been watching and the charges 
range from £297 to £497, just under the £500 purchase 
pattern that flags most cards. Before your next state- 
ment, the credit will be sent to (gives you your address), 
is that correct?' 
You say 'yes'. The caller continues - 'I will be starting a 
fraud investigation. If you have any questions, you 
should call the 0800 number listed on the back of your 
card (0800-VISA) and ask for Security. You will need 
to refer to this Contro] Number. The caller then gives 
you a 6 digit number. 'Do vou need me to read it 
again?! 
Here's the IMPORTANT part on how the scam 
works, the caller then says, 'I need to verify you are in 
possession of your card.’ He'll ask you to ‘turn your 
card over and look for some numbers.' There are 7 
numbers; the first 4 are part of your card number, the 
next 3 are the security numbers that verily you are the 
possessor of the card. These are the numbers you 
sometimes use to make Internet purchases. to prove you 
have the card. The caller will ask you to read the 3 
numbers to him. After you tell the caller the 3 num- 
bers, he'll say, 'That is correct, { just needed to verify 
that the card has not been lost or stolen, and that you 
still have your card. Do you have any other ques- 
tions?’ After you say, "No,' the caller then thanks you 
and states, 'Don't hesitate to call back if you do’, and 
hangs up. You actually say very little, and they never 
ask for or tell you the Card number. But after we were 
called on Wednesday, we called back within 20 minutes 
to ask a question. Are we glad we did! The REAL 
VISA Security Department told us it was a scam and 
in the last 15 minutes a new purchase of £497.99 was 
charged to our card. 
Long story - short - we made 2 real fraud report and 
closed the VISA account. VISA. is reissuing,; us a new 
number. What the scammers want is the 3-digit 
PIN number on the back of the card. Don't give 


it to them. Instead, tell them you'll call VISA or 
MasterCard directly for verification 
of their conversation. The real VISA told us that 
they will never ask for anything on the card as 
they already know the information since they 
issued the card! If you give the scammers your 3 
Digit PIN Number, you think you're receiving a 
credit. However, by the time you get your statement 
you'll see charges for purchases you didn't make, and by 
then it's almost too late and/or more difficult to actually 
file a fraud report. 


What is identity theft? 

Your identity and personal informa- 
tion are valuable. Criminals can find 
out your personal details and use 
them to open bank accounts and get 
credit cards, loans, state benefits and 
documents such as passports and 
driving licenses in your name. The 
Home Office website can help you 
protect yourself, advise what to do if 
it happens to you and suggest where 
to get further help. It has been produced by the Home 
Office Identity Fraud Steering Committee, a collaboza- 
tion between UK financial bodies, government and the 
police, to combat the threat of identity theft. Please 
take the time to have a look at the Website at:
